set free in Pocaliontas' care. Th-:-y made the wLite ca:.ta':i promise that he 
•would nut try to escape, so he was really I\.ech<jntas' prisoner. Soon after- 
ward Powhatan set him free and let him sro back to the other white men. 


"Two years later Pocahoctas saved Smith's life * second time. She be- 


came very friendly with the settlers, ami many times she kept her own peopie 
from fisrhrms- with the whites. Tirs did nv.t p'ea*e Powhatan's men. and sbe 
•was sent to live with another band of Indians, who gave her up as a prisoner 
to some white men. They treated her well, however. a::d she was later mar- 
ried to an Englishman named Thomas Eolfe. He taught her English. Through 
kim and Pocahontas peace was made between the whites and the Indians.
